more beautiful than before. Many 
our treasured peculiarities are doubt- 
less gone, never to be the same. Chi- 
natown, the notorious and unique, is 
but a memory, many of the old land 
marks have been swept away, the ’ ’Ca- 
ble" Railroad which only 25 years ago 
had its inception and birth on Sacra- 
mento Street, will probably never be 
rehabilitated, except for possibly short 
grades and rare connections. Fortu- 
nately our water front, including docks, 
ferries and shi|« were practically unin- 
jured and the terminals of all our rail- 
roads were left unharmed so that re- 
construction could begin at once. Of 
course a large portion of the city’s pop- 
ulation has been scattered and some 
will probably never return; but we have 
left a strong, ambitious and determin- 
ed force that will challenge the admira- 
tion of the growing generation and we 
will again grow to take our place in 
the front ranks of progress and com- 
mercialism. 

The loss of life will probably never 
be accurately determined, and while

quake And Fire. 



Ths following interesting letter was 
given us by I»r. J. F. Peyton, with per- 
mission to print, which we do most 
chi-erf u I ly : 

Br.KKet.RY, Cal.. May 10, 1900. 

M v Dkar Folks. - The task of writ- 
ing to our various kinsfolk in almost 
every State is such an endless one that 
I have decided, much to “Honey’s” 
amusement, to write a circular letter 
about our unparalleled calamity. We 
have all been so busy in taking care of 
the “refugees,” general relief work 
and rehabilitating our disorganised af- 
fairs that this is my first spate time. 

At 5:13 a. M., on April lh, the popu- 
lation of the Coast section of Northern 
California was aroused by a moat se- 
vere earthquake, designated by our 
eminent scientists as a No. 9 (they also 
nay that a No. 10 is a rating given the 
most terrific ones and these are “all de- 
stroying.") Like cyclones, it seemed 
to go In waves and was apparently most 
severe in the northern part of Sonoma 
county, #0 miles to the north of San 
Francisco, taking in the beautiful towns 
of Santa Rosa. Sebastopol, etc., leav- 
ing almost unharmed San Rafael, Pet- 
aluma, Belvedere, Sausalito, Ross Val- 
ley and all of the northern suburbs and 
giving a severe shaking to San Fran- 
cisco, with its side currents effecting 
Oak land, some portions of Berkeley, 
the hills and rang«-s to our east and 
some of the smaller, inferior towns 
more or less severely. The entire pen- 
insular, extending south from Ssn Fran 
cisco to San Jo.e was treated alike and 
even as far south an Gilroy, Selinas arid 
San Luis Obispo, 150 miles, more or less, 
destruction took place. The quake was 
felt over a territory soo miles long by 
150 to 2<si miles wide, although the de- 
structive effect was practically confined 
to a section 200 miles long by not- ex- 
ceeding 25 miles in width. In our own 
little town of Berkeley, our Stste Uni- 
versity buildings were comparatively 
unharmed, although we had a good 
many buildings wrecked, including our 
High School building and probably 75 
were ruined

It took courage for Governor Beck- 
ham to demand the closing of the sa- 
loons in Louisville on Sunday, for the 
reason that the saloon keeper ha* prac- 
tically controlled politics in Louisville 
for some time and the Governor is a 
eandidate.
